directed against, property including any rights or inter-
ests therein owned wholly or partially, directly or in-
directly at the time by nationals of the United States°

Section 502(3) of the Act provides:

The term ’property’ means any property, right, or inter-
est including 8ny leasehold interest, and debts owed by
the Government of Cuba or by enterprises which have been
nationalized., expropriated, intervened, or taken by the

Government of Cuba and debts which are ~ charge on.prop-
erty which has been nationalized, expropriated~ intervened,
or taken by the Government of Cuba°



This claim was opened on the basis o£ information received by

the C~tlssion that clalmant had been unable to return ~to the

United States. The Commission, however, has been Informed that

said claimant returned to the United States on April 10s 1969

and was given information concerning the filing of clalms for any

property which ~ight have been taken by the Government of Cuba.

The claimant has net contacted the Commission. Ac¢ordlngly, since

no clalmhas been asserted for interests in property which was nation-

allzed, expropriated or othenclse taken by the Gover~nent o£ Cuba, it is

ORDERED ~hat this claim be and it is hereby d£smlssed.
